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‘Germans Are Afraid 


Hitler Will Win War’ 


Dorothy Thompson Says It Is Now Clear Fuehrer 
Can Never Establish Any Real Order Even 
If He Is Finally Victorious. 


By DOROTHY THOMPSON. 

Some weeks ago I wrote three articles called “Hitler’s 
Lost War.” In them I presented the thesis that the Nazis 
had lost the war because they had lost the revolution. 
They might, I said, conquer the whole world, but they 
could only conquer it for chaos. Hitler talks of a new 
order, but it is now clear that he can never establish any 
real order at all. 

There are thousands of people in Germany who do not 
want to win this war. They are afraid to win this war. 
They want to be saved from winning this war. 

Because if they win this war they are forever in the 
hands of the insane criminals who rule Germany. Civili- 
zation will go down in the most awful sink of iniquity, 
plunder, loot, crime and despair. 

Maybe Rudolf Hess knows this. 

If the mind of Hess is unbalanced, what unbalanced it? 
That is the question to ask. 

Or if he has turned suddenly sane—a conversion which

in Nazi Germany would certainly stand out with every 
appearance of insanity—what turned him? 

Hess was born in the British empire—in Egypt. Having 
been born there and brought up there in his early life, he 
knows what a great many ill-educated young people in this 
country, yes, and many ancient adolescents in congress also 
do not seem to know—just how great a force for order, 
stability, equilibrium ahd law, the British Empire is in 
this world. 

Hess sat with a pad on his knee in prison with Hitler 
after the putsch that failed in 1923 and took down word 
for word that remarkable eruption, “Mein Kampf.” He 
slavishly followed his Fuehrer, and his Fuehrer confirmed 
him in the faith of the British Empire’s irreplaceable role 
in ANY order. He learned from his idolized master that 
the enemy was Russia, and the ideological enemy was Com- 
munism. 

Hess is a fanatic, but a pure one. 
be cruel, ruthless, dangerous and unpleasant. 


Pure fanatics can

not corrupt. Hess did not go around collecting palaces, 
looting museums, building himself villas, plundering public 
collections like those predatory rascals Goebbels, Goering 
and Ley. Hess seryed his master, took a modest back seat, 
kept his hands free of loot and was more trusted by Hitler 
than any other man. 

The tenet of the whole Nazi faith was anti-Commu- 
nism. Nazism was born and grew strong out of street- 
fights with Communists; those were its glorious and heroic 
days. (I am speaking now in Nazi terms.) The Nazi hero 
is Horst Wessel, the Communist turned Nazi who was mar- 
tyred trying to convert his former allies. (Again, I am 
repeating the Nazi legend.) 

The-war against the Jews was conducted largely on 
the ground that they were “Reds.” The anti-Communist 
campaign was tied up with the race theory, “The northern

Before yesterday’s walkouts 
some 30,000 workers already were 
idle because of strikes, about half 
of them employes of 11 shipyards 
and drydocks in the San Francisco 
area. The total number of those 
away from their jobs due to labor 
disputes was the largest since set- 
tlement of the soft coal wage dis- 
pute two weeks ago. 

Officials of the United Auto- 
mobile Workers (CIO) said yes- 
terday’s walkout from the Chev- 
rolet and Buick divisions of Gen- 
eral Motors at Flint, Mich., was 
due to the fact that they had been 
unable to get word to all union 
members that a strike had been 
deferred at least temporarily. Be- 
cause of the walkouts, two Fisher 
body plants suspended operations. 

The -UAW-CIO originally had 
called a strike for 7 o’clock Thurs- 
day morning. It was postponed, 
however, when the Defense Medi- 
ation Board asked early Thursday 
that the General Motors manage- 
ment be given 24 hours to decide 
whether to accept an agreement 
proposed by the board. 

Details Undisclosed. 


Details of this proposal, accept- 
ed by union officials, have not 
been disclosed. The central point 
of dispute was the union’s demand 
for 10 cents an hour increase in a 
scale said by the company to av- 
erage slightly in excess of $1 an 
hour. The company offered 2 
cents basié increase with 3 and 5 
cents for certain classifications. 

The work Stoppage in Hawaii, 
affecting projects at the Pearl 
Harbor naval base'and elsewhere, 
was: described by a spokesman for 
the Honolulu Building Trades 
Council as in the nature of a dem- 
onstration while conferences were 
being held with employers over 
wages and working conditions. He 
asserted it definitely’: was not a 
strike and would be temporary. 
No details were disclosed of the 
demands made on the _ private 
contractors carrying out the proj- 
ects. 

Winchester Ultimatum. 

Workers at the Winchester Re- 
peating Army Company were re- 
ported seeking a 20 per cent in- 
crease in their present undisclosed 
wage scale. Their demands on the 
management followed settlement 
of a two-day strike by 5,600 em- 
ployes of the Colt’s Patent Fire 
Arms Manufacturing Company. 
Colt’s employes secured an agree- 
ment “~vhich union officials said 
called for seven cents a. hour in- 
crease in wages. Details of the 
previous scale were not disclosed. 
Both companies are in Connec- 
ticut. 

The UAW-CIO called a strike 
at Hudson’s three plants in De- 
troit because, union officials said, 
the company “refused any decent 
wage offer.” The union asks 15 
cents an hour increase in unre- 
\vealed current wage scales. 

The shutdown of the 11 San 
Francisco shipbuilding and repair- 
ing yards was caused by a strike 
last Monday by 1,700 AFL and 
CIO machinists who ask an in- 
crease from $1 to $1.15 an hour 
with. double time for overtime. 
The companies offered $1.12 and 
time and one-half for overtime.

On close examination Gib- 
son said he found the letters were 
not sharply defined and that the 
rock had a suspicious purple color. 

Later, he said, he had a chance 
to examine a glass jar which he 
noticed in approaching the cliff. 


In the ja., he said, he found a pur-_ 


ple fluid containing sulphuric acid 
which had been used to smear on 
the rock to give it the appearance 
of age. This accounted for the 
color. 

When placed under a fluorescent 
lamp, he said, the stone had a 
noticeable glow. None of the other 
stones in his possession displays 
the same fluorescence, he pointed 
out. 

Tells of Conference 

“But what relation does this 
have to the stones at Brenau?” he 
was asked. 

The professor answered by say- 
ing he attended the conference of 
scientists at Brenau last October 
and had a chance to examine the 
stones rather minutely. 

None of them, he explained, dis- 
played the same _ characteristics 


that were so discernible on the 
stone that he pronounced as a 
hoax. 

There are other distinguishing 
marks that separate the alleged 
fake from those he believes are 
authentic. One of these is the mica 
you can see in the grooves of the 
letters on the older stones. 

He pointed out that when you 


cut a stone you destroy the mica.

Sponsor of this wildlife program 
is a newspaper published who 
conceived the idea between trips 
to Wyoming to rifle elk and to 
the Carmen mountains of north- 
ern Mexico for bear-shooting. He 
is Ted Dealey, president of the 
Dallas News, whose prowess with 
the gun is attested by the big 
mounted elk head that res‘s on the 
wall above his desk. 

Dealey learned there was a large | 
herd of wild elk in the Wichita 
mountains wildlife refuge near 
Cache, Okla., only 200 miles from 
Dallas. He won the Bureau of 
Biological Survey’s co-operation 
by pointing out how the donation 
of a seed herd to the Mexican gov- 
ernment could be considered a 
boon’ to Pan-American solidarity.

+ Of Amendment 


Proposal Would Permit 


Co-operation To Aid 
Indigent Sick. 


(This is another in a series of 
stories on one of the 69 amend- 
ments to be voted on in the June 
3 general election.) 


One of the constitutional amend- 
ments to be voted on June 3 was 
sponsored with a view to building 
a large charity hospital in At- 
lanta, but the provisions of the 
proposal would apply equally to 
all other counties in the state. 

If approved by the voters, this 
amendment, No. 21 on the ballot, 
would permit any county or city 
to contract with one another, or 
any other public agency, for 30 
years or less for the mutual use 
of their services and facilities to 
promote activities already au- 
thorized by law. 

Under terms of such contracts, 
cities and counties would be em- 
powered to convey existing fa- 
cilities to any public agency, pro- 
vided land, buildings, equipment 
and other facilities so conveyed 
were not mortgaged or otherwise 
pledged to secure obligations and 
provided the facilities would: con- 
tinue to be operated for the pur- 
poses for which they were cur- 
rently used.

ment sets forth that “nothing val

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Foreign Trade 

This weekend marks the opening of Foreign 
Trade Week. It is a period devoted to emphasis 
upon the importance of foreign trade to the 
American economic system. This year it car- 
ries a special and peculiar significance. 

Because of the war almost all United States 
commerce with Europe, save thas in munitions 
of war shipped as aid to embattled Britain, 
has disappeared. However, also largely because 
of the war, commerce between this nation and 
the good neighbor nations to the south, has in- 
creased. 

It is vitally important to the welfare of all 
the American nations that hemisphere soli- 
darity be constantly enhanced and increased. 
And, without mutual commercial relations, it 
is impossible for nations to become truly and 
steadfastly linked. For they must have eco- 
nomic inerests in common. 

The Latin-American nations before the war 
purchased the greater part of their supplies 
from Europe. This was but natural, inasmuch 
as the overwhelming bulk of South American 
products were sold to Europe. The United 
States herself produces ample supplies of the 
same products that are raised in the lands to 
the south, hence there was little, if any, mar- 
ket for them, here. And nations must buy 
from those to whom they sell. That is in- 
evitable. 

Today United States goods are going, in 
increasing quantity, to the Latin-American na- 
tions. ‘This is because this country is now just 
about the only source of suvply, free of war 


as well as the Axis twins, and at once. An- 
other little brink, thinks the fiery southerner, 
wouldn’t do us any harm. 


As the war crowds in on romantic Bagdad, 
we may know shortly what the magic carpet 
interests are putting out in the shape of a 
bomber. 


Film Propaganda 
There is showing, today, at the Ninety-sixth 
street theater in New York, that infamous 
propaganda film of the Nazis titled “Victory 
in the West.” Other motion pictures put out 
by Germany for propaganda purposes are 
scheduled to follow, all to be shown wherever 
in America they can find a theater or a screen. 
The first, “Victory in the West,” is a vicious, 


“ blood-soaked recital of the German blitzkrieg 


in Holland, Belgium and France. It is intended 
to frighten other nations from resisting Ger- 
man demands and is invariably used in at- 
tempts to “soften up” the populations of coun- 
tries which the Nazis intend to attack and de- 
Stroy. 

The other films are devised to intensify 
historical or racial prejudices or hates. One is 
titled “The Irish Tragedy” and another is 
“The Eternal Jew.” It is reported, also, the 
Nazis are preparing a fourth film, intended 
particularly for use in America, intended to 
arouse the Negroes. 

The bitter irony of this bold and open dis- 
semination of Nazi propaganda, in a country 
committed to every action needed to assure 
Nazi defeat, is that there is no legal authority 
under which government officials can stop 
these exhibitions, even though they are plainly 
an overt attack on the United States. It is 
stated that the United States Department of 
Justice has ample information to identify and 
seize 75 per cent of the Nazi subversive organi- 
zation in America but cannot, even, prevent 
use of the national communication systems 
by these foes without our walls. 

The film now showing in New York, for in- 
stance, was shipped from Italy to South Ameri- 
ca and then brought to this country by air 
mail, subsidized by the United States govern- 
ment. Can irony go any further? 

Incidentally, the same picture is being ex- 
tensively shown in Latin America, where its 
subtle effect upon popular imagination may be 
much more serious, in result, than in this 
country. 

A recent report of the reception accorded 
“Victory in the West,” written by a well-known 
New York newspaperman, stated that 80 per 
cent of the audience, when he was at the the- 
ater, were violently pro-Nazi. He described 
German women sitting in the audience “knit- 
ting, stitching, gurgling, burbling and laugh- 
ing whilesthe lights were up, and then moving 
‘forward contentedly to the edge of their chairs 
when the blood-letting began.” He described 
“pretty young men,” scattered through the 
audience who applauded wildly every time the 


| THE CAPITAL PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 


IRAQ AND EGYPT WASHINGTON, May 15.—Since the 
Kremlin’s abrupt recognition of the pro- 


| Nazi government of Iraq, it is a foregone conclusion here that 


Soviet Russia will become a full-fledged member of the Axis, in 
fact and probably in name. A few mare gestures of independence 
of Germany may be made, partly to improve Soviet bargain power 
and partly for the sake of the obstinate Soviet sympathizers in the 
rest of the world. But the end is expected to be joint Russo-German 
pressure on Turkey to give passage to Hitler’s armies toward the 
Iraqi oil at Kirkuk, while Stalin’s men cross the Iranian border and 
take Persia for their own. 

Reports from the Balkans indicate that the German expedition- 
ary force there is already preparing for such an adventure. Ger- 
man emissaries are already “softening up” the Arab world. In 
French Syria, where General Dentz, in command of the French 
forces, is ardently in favor of collaboration with Germany, three 
German agents and an Arab leader are spreading a web of intrigue 
over the Middle East. : 

These men are Dr. Fritz Grobba, former German minister ‘to 

Iraq; Baron Max Von Oppenheim, an old archaeologist who knows 
the desert sheiks better than any other man and worked among 
them for Germany in the last war; Von Hoenting, another agitator 
of similar background, and Sheik Ajil al-Yamir, head of the power- 
ful Shammar tribe, the most admired Arab chieftain after King 
Ibn Suad, of Arabia, and a man suffering from resentment at sup- 
posed ill-treatment of Iraq’s former British-controlled administra- 
tion. Then, too, in Baghdad, the Grand Mufti of Jerusalem has 
declared openly for the Germans, and German agents are known 
to be influential at Kabul in Afghanistan. 
_ Fortunately for the British, the coup d’ etat of the Iraqi Quis- 
ling, Rashid Ali al-Gailani, was set off prematurely by the arrival 
of substantial British forces. The situation in Iraq is being brought 
under control. But if Russia helps to persuade Turkey to give 
transit to a German army, while simultaneously invading Persia, it 
is difficult to see how Britain can hold the Middle East. 


GEOGRAPHY On the other side of the picture is better news 

from Egypt. Not long ago, few of the best in- 
formed men here gave General Wavell much chance against the 
invading German force. Now, however, the=quoted odds are chang- 
ing. Suez and Alexandria may be held. 

If Suez and Alexandria are held, and if this country moves 
promptly enough to afford adequate shipping protection, the threat 
in the Middle East will be virtually neutralized. Seizing the Middle 
East will have two advantages to the Germans. First, they will 
deprive the British fleet of the fuel now obtained from Iraq through 
the pipe line from Kirkuk to Haifa in Palestine. But serious though 
this would be if shipping protection is not afforded, the British 
Mediterranean fleet can still be supplied with oil from elsewhere. 

The second advantage will be to get oil themselves. But the 
Germans cannot use the oil of the Middle East so long as the British 
hold Egypt. This is inherent in the geography of the problem. 
The main Middle Eastern oil sources are three in number: the wells 
on the island of Bahrein, the Persian wells, and the Iraq wells at 
Kirkuk. However, both the wells at Bahrein and the Persian wells 
send their oil out to the world from ports on the Persian gulf. 
There is no conceivable way by which the Germans, without com- 
mand of the oceans, could transport this oil to western Europe. As 
for the Iraqi wells, their pipe line, running from Kirkuk to Haifa, 
depends for its usefulness on six pumping stations, each using the 
heaviest and most complete American machinery, all easy to sabo- 
tage, and if sabotage fails, all open to air attack. And even if the 
Kirkuk-Haifa pipe line continues to operate, so long as the British 
fleet remains in the Mediterranean the Iraqi oil cannot travel from 


Haifa to Europe. 
ATTRITION There is no use blinking the fact that if these 
hopes prove false, and Egypt and the Middle East 
fall into German hands, the war picture will once more have dark- 
ened terrifyingly. Although the Germans lack tankers and would, 
therefore, still have to wait a long time for oil even after sweeping 
the entire Mediterranean, there is no doubt that victory in the 
Mediterranean would ultimately solve most of their problems of 
supply. With their problems of supply solved, they could settle 
down to a Jong, grinding war of attrition, in which this country and 
Britain would have none of their present potential advantages.

One such thing is the story of the “boy slayer” at Waynesboro. 

He came into the jail, so the sheriff said, with matted hair, with 
vermin, with a charge of murder against him, and with no concept 
as to what it is all about. . 

He was charged with murder. 

A jury of his peers found him guilty. He was guilty. He fired 
a shotgun charge into his father. His father had been whipping 
The sheriff further is quoted as 
saying that the boy had heard someone say to the father after 
those beatings, “‘You ought to be killed for that.” 

The jury found him guilty and sentenced him to “life.” 


The trouble is they haven't. 
It would be a magnificent thing if the “boy slayer,” 


Messex, could be given life. 
If he could have his 12 years put into some institution which 


would rehabilitate him—and not into a state institution where he 
would meet all the crowd of young criminals who have been treated 
exactly as he is to be treated. 

It is when one faces the fact that for all our vaunted civiliza- 


tion, for all our scientific advances, we really have no provision for 
taking care of a boy— 


No manner by which we can give him “life.” 


RECALLED TO LIFE He sits, so the reporters say, enjoying 
the best days of his life. 
Until a jury of his peers found him guilty of killing his father 
and sentenced him to spend the rest of his life in prison, subject 
to the usual rules of parole, he had not known much life. 
Now he enjoys shower baths—takes two or three a day. He 
enjoys being clean. He likes the feel of soap lathered on his body. 
He likes to wash out his hair. 


He likes ice cream. He never had much at home. 

He likes books. He didn’t like them before. 

He is sorry now he killed his father. He wishes he had him back. 

He is proud of his first pajamas. He likes the smell and the 
feel of his clean clothes, 

(I would not like to be one of those smyg ones who ride along 
and look at the filthy slums and their people and say, “They are 
happier there in their dirt than they would be clean. They wouldn't 
stay clean if they had bath tubs or showers.” No, 1 would not like 
to be them. If there is one of those judgment days when the wit- 
nesses are called for the other side I would not like for all the 
Robert Messexes of the world to point an accusing finger and say, 
“He said we did not like the feel of clean water and of soap.” No, 
I would not like to have those witnesses against me.)

It 
means a dislocation of our economic life which 
will be widespread and which will, inevitably, 
continue for a long time. 


Tokyo thinks now of abandoning the war 
which has cost many lives, strained her every 
resource and disrupted her markets, and trusts 
this will be a lesson to China.

would automatically improve the condition of the | 
American farmer, much as it has that of the in- | 
dustrialist and the laborer. Unfortunately, such | 
is not the case. 

According to statements by key men in the 
nation’s agricultural set-up, the prospects for | 
wheat, corn, cotton and tobacco for the fall of 
1941 are poor. A huge world surplus in cotton, 
for instance, and embargoes on shipping space 
for wheat, tobacco, etc., contribute to make the 
outlook a sorry one. 

Our Georgia delegation, chiefly Senator Rus- 
sell, has been active in demanding that the farm 
situation be not forgotten in the melee over arms 
production and aid to the democracies. Has any- 
thing been achieved? 

Some headway is being made. A few days 
ago, a joint resolution relating to marketing 
quotas and loans under the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Act was passed by the house. It calls for 
a mandatory loan by the Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration of 75 per cent of parity prices on cot- 
ton, wheat, corn and tobacco. It is hoped that, 
in the case of cotton, this loan will be increased 
to 85 per cent of parity when it reaches the sen- 
ate. A loan of 100 per cent would be desirable. 

The farmer is, or should be, the No. 1 man 
in defense plans. His role is more than impor- 
tant—it is indispensable to successful production 
and defense efforts. He should not be forgot- 
ten in the hurry to get aid to England. If our 
congress does forget him, in the- days to come 
the nation may face a situation more serious than 
anyone can foretell within the next year.

With command of the seas and 
the sympathies of Great Britain, 
it is more than possible that the 
south could have won the war. As 
it was, with the exception of a few 
blockade runners that brought 
mostly goods useless to the prose- 
cution of the war but enriched 
many a shipowner, the south was 
driven from the oceans and the 
cause was lost. 

It wasn’t that the United States 
|Navy of that day was exception- 
ally strong. or efficient. It was 
simply a case of having any navy 
at all. 

‘Dozen Cruisers. 

The north*possessed about a 
dozen steam cruisers of heavy gun 
power, but all of wooden con- 
struction. It also had in active 
service about 30 older sailing ves- 
sels. 

Southern 
however, 
advances to the naval structure of 
that and succeeding periods -in 
their experiments with the iron- 
clads. These experiments finally 
forced the United States Navy 
from dependence on wood and 
paved the way, eventually, for the 
navy that finally proved itself in 
the Spanish-American War more 
than 30 years later.

New Ways With Corned Beet 


Those inconspicuous small cans labeled “Corned Beef” are taken 
so much for granted as emergency shelf items that ofven we overlook 
their possibilities as a real budget meat dish which may appear on 
the family dinner table in many appetizing hot or cold dishes. . 

Canned corned beef comes packed in several ways. The most 
popular is the 12-ounce tin which is just right for four people. Your 
butcher, too, may handle corned beef, which he slices as you pur- 
chase it. 

Canned corned beef is made from choice lean beef, scientifically 
cured, packed and sealed securely against spoilage. It will keep 
‘ indefinitely when unopened. Keep several cans.in the refrigerator 
to use either sliced or cubed, in hot or cold dishes. Chilling greatly 
facilitates slicing of corned beef that is to be served cold. 

For hot dishes the corned beef may be sliced or cubed and added 
to many casserole combinations. Rice, macaroni, potatoes or green 
lima beans or corn are good flavors combined with corned beef. A 
casserole of layers of parboiled green limas, cubes of corned beef, 
thin slices of onion and white sauce is delicious. : 

The cold combinations are popular, too. Jellied salads or loaves: 
vegetables and corned beef combinations, or corned beef cubes mixed 
with potato or macaroni.

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Canada’s Soldiers Re- 
ported to Medical 
Body. 


RICHMOND, Va., May 15.—) 
(NANA)—Canada’s war experi-| 
ence to date gives some validity | 
to Adolf Hitler’s charge that the | 
democracies are “jaded and ef- 
fete.” 

Such was the confession made 
before the American Psychiatric 
Association meeting here by Dr. 
J. P. S. Catheart, chief psychia- 
trist of the Department of Pen- 
sions and National Health of tne 
Canadian government, 

Dr. Cathcart, who had extensive 
experience with the Canadian 
army in the first World War, told 


the American phychiatrists that 
types are showing up in the pres- 


ent crisis which he never encoun-| 


tered before, with men joining the 
army for the frankly admitted 
purpose of living for the rest of 
their lives off the government. 


Alarm Justified. 


They constitute, he said, only a 
small percentage of Canada’s new 
army, but are numerous enough 
to justify alarm. The condition is 
due, he explained, first to the 
boom times which followed the 
World War and accustomed every- 
body to soft living, and, second, to 
the depression when the same 
people became used to living on 
the government in approximately | 
the same state to which they were 
accustomed. 

“In the last war,” he said, “the 
men still had something of the 
rugged sturdiness of the pioneers. 
This seems to have disappeared in 
the intervening interval.” | 

The first year of Canada’s par- | 
ticipation in the war, he said,| 
cleared the relief rolls of all able-| 
bodied men of military age. Al- 
most at once they started loading 
the pension rolls, having been 
blanketed by parliament under 


the pension act. The new sol- 


'diers, he pointed out, are defi- | 


nitely pension-minded, reflecting | 
the social picture of the past few! 
years. 

Accident Toll. 

For example, he said, there was 
no such accident toll in the first 
World War, even in the blackouts 
of the trenches. This is partly 
due to the increase in automobiles, 
but also to the changed sentiment. 
Twenty-five years ago, Dr. Cath-| 
cart said, there was a social stigma 
on a man who was brought back 
from the front because of an in- 
jury due to an accident. Now it 
is commonplace. | 

“For the first time,” he said, 
“malingering is freely admitted. 
We used to consider frankness a 
sign of mental health. Now this 
is entirely changed.” 

Alarming numbers of men are 
being sent back from England, he 
pointed out, with a _ condition 
known as “anxiety neuroses” and 
stomach ulcers—the latter running 
a peculiar course. The men are 
often cured before they arrive in 
Canada, he pointed out, but the |
